•’Money losses were heavy. The va’ue 
of timber burned wa* $2,903,500. T.'ic 
lases in manufaetured lumber, tanbark 
building and other linprovernenls ainoi 
ing to $490 176. This year there was 
an unu-'Ually heavy damage to under- 
growth and soil, and tills has been 
placed at one dollar an acre for every 
acre burned, making a loss of $1,703,- 
850 In tne state. Tntse losses total 
up to $5,097,825. Tue reported ex- 
penditure* by the state and Indlv!du.nls 
for fire fighting from an iiiterewtlng 1 
contra.«t to tne iss of more than $.5,0o0j 
000. The emount which county trens-j 
urles end comiianies aie reported to| 
have spent to suppress fires was only 
$646; Ind.vidiuils and- coinpanies are i* 
ported to liave spent about $S9 .im10. 

“Tae injury to t.ie soil from fire 
was mu<;n nioie severe tills season In 
West Virginia than ever before, not 
alone because the burned area whs lar- 
ger than In any former, years but also 
for the reason ttiat excessive dryneiw 
exposed the humus to a greater doii-tli. 
Ground fires have been unusual here- 
tofore in this state, but tils sea- 
son they were common aud widespread. 
Two UuLiBU lives were lost in Oie 
fires. 

‘The niouul:iln people foug'it fires 
In the pi whom they fougi.t at ail, 
by raking ;:ie leaves and sticks from 
a fire la- u twoort'.ree feet wide and 
back fin g.

F.res crossed t"e lane* by 
burning t; e iiumr.s beneath tiie surfac 
and t'lon started up on tiie farther 
side. Ti e fires bunied so deeply in 
tfe humus timt an annual ii'ienomenoi 
was presented whe a snow fall come 
In ovember. Tne snow apparent- 
ly extinguished f'C fires but 
It went away quick. y U' der tiie 
Influetne of a strong, dry wind, and 
liie fires came up anu out of tiie 
gi'ouiid and were soon epreauing again 
I saw an interesllg exaimiile of this. 
In tiie morning tne snow in the wood 
was two Indies deep, and no fire was 
to be seen. Before sunset t'le snow 
was goue nnd t'le leave.s wue burn- 
ing. 

"Large tracts of 'ard o.n t; e blgli 
mountairiB were deniuded of soil down 
to the rocks. Over muci of the area 
where tie PllsvUle Conglomerate is 
the surface formation, there never wi s 
much mineral sol’. iBeds of moss, 
lichen, leaves and decaying wood form 
ed a covering for the rocks which gav 
anchrago tot he roots of the forest 
trees.

Hew a Dream Ratoucd Woman From 
I a Terriblo Death. 

Mr. Jones was a popular young busi- 
ness man In the city of H. His wife 
was a woman of strong emotion and 
moat dellcato (mrceptloua. Between 
them there existed a rare sympatby 
wbich extended to all the faculties. 

Sirs. Jones fell Uh and after a few 
weeks' agony, during which her hus- 
band waited on her with a constancy 
not often seen, she died— that la, she 
appeared to be dead. Thera was no 
tjuestlon about it In the doctors' mind.
